Total deaths, 152, including phthisis pulmonalis, 
17 ; enteric fever, 2, and diphtheria, 2. 

Michigan. — Week ended February 19, 1898. Eeports to the State 
board of health, Lansing, from 60 observers indicate that phthisis 
pulmonalis increased in area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis was 
reported present during the week at 107, measles at 47, scarlet fever at 
37, enteric fever at 28, diphtheria at 26, and whooping cough at 12 
places, and smallpox at 1 place (Eoyal Oak).

Estimated population, 14,117. Total deaths, 4. No deaths from con- 
tagious diseases. 

Wisconsin — Milwaukee. — Month of January, 1898. Estimated popu- 
lation, 275,000. Total deaths, 284, including phthisis pulmonalis, 20; 
enteric fever, 6 ; diphtheria, 8, and whooping cough, 3.
